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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is a supplemental Election/Restriction to correct issues brought up in the applicants 
remarks mailed January 11, 2008 requesting reconsideration and requesting a new Office Action 
responsive to the Office Action mailed December 13, 2007. 

2. Thus, Claims 1-61 are pending in the application and are presented to be examined upon 
their merits. The Restriction/Election set forth below corrects the Restriction/Election(s) of office 
actions mailed December 13, 2007 and August 23, 2007. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
Group I. Claims 1-11 and 33-38 drawn to a system for executing a payment 

transaction between a buyer and a seller, classified in class 705, subclass 26. 
Group II. Claims 12-25 and 39-61, drawn to a system paying for an invoice 

submitted by a seller, classified in class 705, subclass 41 . 
Group III. Claims 26-32, drawn to a system for processing pay transactions between 

sellers and buyers, classified in class 705, subclass 35. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
1 . Inventions Group I and Group II are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination 
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as claimed because it does not require an invoice. The subcombination has separate utility such 
as within a pre-paid card payment system or pay-as-you-go system (e.g. a train metro system). 

2. Inventions Group I and Group III are directed to related payment transactions. The 
related inventions are distinct if: (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the 
inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed 
are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806. 05 (j). In the instant case, the inventions as claimed 
may have different functions in as much as processing a payment transaction may involve billing 
activities that are not part of the execution of a payment itself. 

3. Inventions II and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because it does not require an invoice. The subcombination has separate utility such as 
within a pre-paid card payment system or pay-as-you-go system (e.g. a train metro system). 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104.

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. 
See MPEP § 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or 
divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable 
in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

5. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 

classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 

divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 

classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 
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(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 

invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 

and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
(i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a right to 
petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and specifically 
point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated as an 
election without traverse. Traversal must be presented at the time of election in order to be 
considered timely.

In either 
instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence 
or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.Applicant 
is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the inventorship 
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must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the currently named 
inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the application. Any 
amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the 
fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 17(i).
